This agreemnt provides for the restor- 
ation of the ixouse rate of 11 and 12 
cents respectively on first and eecond 
class woois and on che ihird-class ar- 
ticle the wool men agree to the propo- 
sition of the carpet manufacturers to 
extend the dividing line from 10 to 12 
cents, making the rate on wools of this 
class worth less than 12 feats dutiable 
ax. 4 cents a. pound and those worth 
more than 12 cents dutiable at 8 ceat£. 


This increases the rate on all the 


higher grade wools which is agreeable 
to the 'wool men. and holds lrae carpet 
wools down to a figure acceptable to 
the 'manufacturers.

Washington, July 15.—The senate 


was in a deadlock for several hours 
with business at a standstill, wiile 
calls of the senate roll and other parli- 
mentary expedients were resorted to. 


It was due to the efforts to secure 


action on the resolution of Mr. Harris 
of Kanaaa, designed to prevent the dis- 
posal of the govemmeot liens on the 
Union Pacific and tie. terms of all al- 
leged agreements. 


There were many rollcalte on Mr. 


Harris' motion to consider tihe resolu- 
tion, quorums appearing and disap- 
pearing, and from 12 to 5 o'clock no 
final vote on the motion was secured. 
It finally went over. 


Pending one of tiie rollcalls, a reso- 


lution was passed allowing the sculp- 
tor of the S'hertnan statue to erect c 
studio near the site of the staJtue. 


This afforded a text for some stric 


•lures by Mr. Morgan on the deadlock 
which had occurred. The senate hac 
a patriotic duty to perform. The pend- 
ing Pacific railroad resolution hac 
been unanimously reported 
from the 


Padflc railroad committee and yet the 
chairman of tdat committee had con- 
ducted the filibustering. 


operations. Mr. Morgan said, how- 
ever, that there was no disposition on 
the Democratic side of the eharaebr to 
retaliate against appropriation bills or 
the tariff bill when tliey came before 
the senate. 


Democratic senators would forbear

The highest excesses of speed were 


those achieved by the smaller gunboats, 
the Castine, for example, making 2.62 
knots OTST her guarantee, the Machias 
3.46 and the Bancroft 2.87- Neverthe- 
less theirs huve been among the small- 
est speed picciittBss paid, since on the 
emaUer vessels smaller rates of premium 
wwe allowed, the three mentioned re- 
ceiving only |StOOO per quarter knot 
The gxea* sai-cesses of the three final 
pssffiiBta winners, tiie Newport Jfews 
Rio, aefaieved this year, tell exactly the 
lame story. On the other hand, the 
Philadelphia and the Sau Francisco 
earned $160,0.00 each for somewhat 
0v«r half a knot in excess of their con- 
tracte, because they had the great bonus 
of f 50,000 per quarter, or ten times as 
mneh as tbe gunboats just spoken of, 
while tbe enormous earnings of the 
Minneapolis, Columbia, Olyiapia and 
Brooklyn, amonxting to §1,414,600 for 
8h«se four vessels alone, are accounted 
|gr in tbe same way. A single firm, the 
Cramps of Philadelphia, earned, accord- 
ing to the figtuxs just given, the greaf 
sam, above tee contract pricej of $3,~ 
665,144, cever losing a dollar for pen- 
alties, either in speed or horsepower. 


The total amount earned in premi- 


ums for horsepower or speed, excluding 
pnsmiams for the machinery of ships 
bnitt in the navy yards, is, if onr fig- 
wres are correct, $3,296,626. While this 
fa a large mm, yet no doubt tbe con- 
twetors have improved vestela for tbe 
purpose of producing extra speed, with 
the consent of the authorities, and such 
changes, if made for that purpose only, 
have been, according to a statement of 
Chief Engineer Melville, "at tbe ex- 
pense of the contractors." Again, as 
the speed requirements have teen stud- 
ied carefully, whenever builders were 
confident that they could surpass them, 
aad M) earn a cremium, the effect was 
t» lower their bids, of course to the 
benefit of the government. 


Tb« speed premium system was stop- 


ped after the prodigious winning of the 
Minneapolis had been recorded, al- 
though subsisting contracts for premi- 
ums were of coarse carried out. Perhaps 
a reaction was then natural, and if tbe 
system should ever be revived perhaps 
KmaHur bonuses would be paid than 
those which allow $300,000 for an ex- 
tra knot. But at present the view token 
is that, with the experience gained, pre- 
miums are not needed, and, in fact, the 
composite gunlxjat* and tbe torpedo 
boat Porter, without premiums, have 
far exceeded their contract speed.

Two men beat drums with 
tbe bands, the cms instrument produc- 
ing a tnmtnm and the other a rattle 
rattle, almost without intermission dur- 
ing the whole night At intervals of 
about a minute the party utters a weird 
cry in some African language which 
startle!, you as yon lie in bed vainly try- 
ing to sleep. As hour after hour passes 
your house appears to vibrate, the bed 
shakes and your spine feels as if made 
up of loose segments. How can the 
drummers keep this up Jor ten hours? 
And the dancers? With the latter ex- 
haustion alternates with the renewal of 
the orgy; one set falls down and anoth- 
er takes its place. This and other dances 
are connected with obeab, the witch 
cult of the African. 


Every negro and most of the colored 


people have an lunate fear of the Obeab 
man, however they may deny it to the 
whit«s. One of the latest developments 
of this superstition was brought to my 
notice a short time ago in connection 
with a cricket match. The East Coast 
Invincibles and the Admirable Creolians 
were to play a match, and from a few 
words dropped by the captain of the lat- 
ter it appears that be was sure of vic- 
tory tc his side becan=e a notable obeah 
man had oiled their bat.—Saturday Re- 
view.

Direct trade with Europe is what tbe 


sonth has always needed for tbe devel- 
opment of its business. It would be 
best, of course, if this increase were in 
imports as well as exports, but then the 
export trade is likely to bring a recipro- 
cal business from Europe in time. 


General I. W. Avery, who has given 


tbe subject of direct trade much study 
and consideration, is particularly struck 
with tbe favorable showing of these fig- 
ures and says: 
" We see that of the 136 United States 


ports the 39 southern seaports, 22.3 per 
cent of tbe number, did 71.4 per cent 
of the wbole increase, while the rest. 
77.7 of tbe whole number, only did 28.6 
per cent of the increase. 


Of the southern ports Galveston 


leads with 121,307,697 increase; Balti- 
more, $19,963,987; New Orleans, f 17,- 
831,048; Norfolk, $11,199,463; New- 
port News, $5,454,853, and Pensacola, 


,,059,689. 
"Compare the percentage of the 


southern individual port increase with 
the great eastern and other ports, and 
the contrast is the more striking. 


"Norfolk's increase, 200 per cent; 


Sew York's increase, 10.5 per cent; 
Peneacola's increase, 105 per cent; 
?hiladelphia"s increase, 17.5 per cent; 
"Salveston's increase, 66 per cent; Bos- 
on's increase, 6.8 per cent. 


"These official figures are amazing 


when we consider that there vrere no 
regular southern lines of steamers for 
'oreign trade fcnt from Nevr Orleuns, 
Norfolk and Baltimore. Only tramp 
hips ran irregularity to other southern 
ports." 


It is probable that all this export 


trade which has latterly been handled 


tbe southern ports has been perma- 


nently secured by tbem and wiil not be 
ost, but we should not be satisfied with 
this business and should make every 
iffort to develop and increase onr f or- 
"gn trade.

Spider*! Web JBmde Into Cloth. 


M. Cachet, a French chemist, recent- 


ly put in a claim for the reward of 
15,000 which the Manufacturers' union 
of England offered two years ago to the 
scientist who would invent a use for 
tbe web of the common spider. When 
the manufacturers arrived the other day 
at M. Cachet's laboratory, they saw in 
the corner of the room running from 
toe floor to tbe ceiling a queer arrange- 
ment of bobbins worked by a dynamo. 
Looking farther up on the walls, they 
saw a large number of spiders. They 
had long mandibles and an immense 
abdomen, from the rear end of which 
issued threads. As the .threads came 
from them the bobbins wcnntl it, and 
^lius secured long strands of the no bro- 
ken thread. For experimental purposes 
a little of the spider web was made in- 
to cloth. It was found to give a fabric 
very silky to the touch and as fine as 
oriental silk. It may be that the deli- 
cate silks of tbe ancients was made 
from the web of the spider, for it lias 
never since been duplicated. The silk 
tobes which Cleopatra easily ' pulled 
through an earring might have been 
made from the spider's web.—Kevr 
York Journal.

•im, and. second, the methods which 
they have heretofore employed. 


Their first object is the cancellation 


and destruction of the whole greenback 
Circulation, next the destruction of 
the legal tender quality of the silver 
dollars and the destruction of all the 
silver certificates. The actual circula- 
tion of tbe silver dollars, when robbed 
of their lega! tender character, they 
think -would be inconsiderable. This 
would be followed np by a sale of all 
the silver coin and bullion above, say 
$50,000,600. for the benefit of specula- 
tors in silver, who would buy it at the 
low price- caused by precipitating so 
large an amount upon the market They 
are not an lions for a law expressly pro- 
viding for retiring the greenbacks, be- 
cause they have Mr. Dingley's assurance 
that the new tariff bill will produce 
that result at the rate of over f 100, 000,- 
000 a year. 


This large and steady contraction of 


the currency, which has already reach- 
ed the line of a money famine, is in- 
tended by its authors to further pros- 
trate business, to bankrupt merchants 
and manufacturers and to starve the 
country into accepting their scheme. 
They make no concealment that thin 
scheme is to inject into our financial 
system the poisonous blood of irredeem- 
able bank notes instead of the healthy 
and natural supply of real money coin- 
ed from that cue of the precious met- 
als the coinage of which they have 
stopped by criminal methods. 


The coming months of the year will 


be marked by increasing business fail- 
ures, discouragement and desperation. 
This increasing prostration and paraly- 
sis, with increasing failures and in- 
creasing suicides, are being planned for 
by the despotic power which controls 
this administration as deliberately as it 
prepared and brought on at the appoint- 
ed tiniB the paiiio of 1893. and with the 
same object in view. All the Republican 
statesmen agree. that the country en- 
joyed a largo measure of prosperity from 
1878 nntil 1892, inclusive.

Jos. H. Shum, the Western Union 


telegraph operator, bas been found. 
Over two weeks ago he disappeared 
from Cleveland. 


A day or two after he had disap- 


peared attorney Baum received a 
letter purporting to have been writ- 
ten by Shum. In the letter Shum 
said that it was his intention to com 
mlt suicide 
He said that his body 


would be found "under the placid 
waters of Lake Erie." 


But Sham did not commit suicide. 


On Wednesday telegrams were re- 
ceived in Cleveland stating

The information from New Orleans 


says that Shum appeared to be 
crazed. Wednesday hie knew what 
his name was, but said that he had 
no idea where he was or how he hap 
pened to get to New Orleans.

land

mation concerning the Insane man 


"J. n. Shum, the telegraph opera- 


tor from Cleveland, who has been 
missing since the latter put of June, 
was found in this city to-day by 
Richard Lambert, secretary of the 
Masonic order. Sbuni was in com- 
pany with the men named Mount- 
castle and Bennett, and the three 
were on their way to Guatemala. 
Shum was examined and adjudged to 
be insane, and was ordered to be sent 
to the insane asylum in this city until 
word can be bad from his relatives."

By the adop- 
tion CI the torri- E!-!d system, aad uo£ 
overstocking ib-; farm, the annual bill* 
for commercial fertilisers can b* r«- 
doced to the minimum, provided only 
e&oagh stock u kept to consume a 
convert iota manure the crops raised, 
excepting iho surplus of grain, pork, 
t*>ef and wool sold off the jurrn. Thus 
writes a contributor to The American 
Agriculturist, authority for the follow- 
ing: Such a rotation must include red 
clover and interval* of rest from the 
constant productions of wheat and corn. 
Begin it by dividing the tillable land 
into three fields of equal size and pro- 
portion, and stock the tillable acreage 
about as follows: For each 100 acres of 
tillable iand, 30 head of cattle, 80 sheep, 
4 work horses and 25 boga will be suffi- 
cient. 
, 


The proper rotation is begun by seed- 


ing field Xo. 1 with wheat, to be fol- 
lowed in the spring with a seeding of 
one bushel timothy and eight quarts 
red clover to every eight acres. The clo- 
ver should sot bo pastured the first year 
of its growth, except for a sufficient time 
for the bogs to pick tip the scattered 
grain after harvest. The second year 
field No. 1 may be pastured from and 
after June I, but a sufficient quantity 
of that ia which the most timothy ap- 
pears should be reserved for hay. 


Where oae has a good barn acd sheds 


extending back from each end, with 
eave troughs to conduct away the water 
that falls upon the roofs, a level barn- 
yard having raised sides so that no liq- 
uid manure can escape, and the straw 
stacked in the center, a large quantity 
of manure can be made each year by 
the 1st of August from the straw and 
reftae cornstalks, together with the 
droppings and urine of the animals kept 
in the basement of the barn and those 
in and about the yard. 


Now, instead of breaking up the clover 
ard in August, when heat and drought 


prevail and the coat of the preparation 
of the land lor a wheat crop ia doubled, 
adopt the following method: Begin in 
August by applying ten four horse 
loads of manure to the acre on the field 
where most needed, making of each load 
iix or eight piles 12 feet apart each way. 
Let this remain in piles until the fol- 
lowing spring, then spread it and plow 
the land to a depth of eight inches, and 
plant T«y early to corn. In the fall cut 
the com nearly knee high, and shock it 
in rows, which shonld be us far apart as 
practicable. 
Harrow down the hi^h 


stnbble with a heavy, sharp toothed bar- 
row, which, preceding the wheat drill, 
pate the soil in the best possible condi- 
tion fpr the quick and vigorous growth 
of the wheat plants. 


By this system of seeding the corn- 


field -with -wheat, labor is not only com- 
pletely economized, but the high cat 
stslk», when harrowed down, act as a 
mulch to the wheat plants and measur- 
ably prevent washing on high points 
and knolls, which would otherwise wash 
badiy during the winter if the ii-iii 
were allowed to remain in the condition J 
that it ordinarily is. The following ' 
spring sew again to clover and timothy. 
By this plan one plowing serves for 
three crops—one of corn, one of wheat 
and one of clover and timothy.

M. Rice, Oklahoma, in a letter to The 
Orange Jadd Farmer, says: 


I do iiot advice that the binder, \vith 


its wide tire, bull •wheel and two to six 
horses, b* driven over the grain, even if 
bat once around the field, and not 
driven through it to divide into lund.-. 
It is certainly cot tho right wey to do 
to raise a 6 to 12 inch strip just to 
tramp it down. A way to avoid this 
each one can arrange in some way, ac- 
cording to liis peculiar surroundings. Iu 
my old Iowa fana, where the grasses 
did so well, I had a strip sown to grass 
all around my field wide enough for 
the passage or turning of all machinery. 
The grass would straighten after tramp- 
ing, so there \Viis no waste whether this 
strip was cot before or after the sraia 
harvest In this section very few of our 
grainfields are fenced, so if the plow- 
ing has been rightly done ti<v horses 
aud drive wheel are clear outside of the 
grain. 


While there are advantages in thrash- 


ing .from the shock I would not risk ad- 
vising my brother farmers to leave the 
shocks stand in the field until it would 
be possible to get thrashing doc«. If 
there was a thrashing machine for every 
dozen farms, it might be safe, bnt it cer- 
tainly would not be profitable to ma- 
chine owners, A 15 minute rain, with 
iloudy days following, would complete- 
ly stop the thrashing for days, while if in 
the stack, by the use of covers generally 
at hand, an hour need not be lost. 


As to marketing grain direct from 


the machine, that may or may not be 
good advice. It certainly is not good 
advice to say "always market from the 
machine." To thrash at once from the 
shock and at once put the grain on the 
market would pot the great wheat crop 
of this country into the hands of buyers 
inside of three mouths and the great 
jnlk of it in less than two months. I 
do not think any rule can be given on 
-his point. The reading, intelligent 
lartuer wants to study the crop situation 
and sell or hold, as best judgment indi- 
cates.

ing, feeding and sanitation all fail to 
bring immunity. The scrub, razor back 
and thoroughbred are all hogs, upon a 
common level, whenever er wherever 
i)og cholera inakes a call. 


Isolation is the bestpreventive. Quar- 


antine to keep it from spreading. No 
cue having the care of an infected herd 
shotild be allowed to leave the premises 
•ft go to any gathering, town or neigh- 
bor's, •without an entire change of 
clothes- The law should be changed to 
cnrsing the dead ones as goon aa they 
die as well as all bedding used in a sick 
herd not less than once every week, 
with a thorough cleaning np after the 
disease has done. If these things were 
dene and tnoroughly done, and then 
safeguards provided against its intro- 
dnctiou through transportation 
from 


place to place — making it a crime for 
any man to sell boga for market after 
the disease was introduced into bis herd 
— if we did not stump it out we would, 
in my judgment, avoid any each wide- 
spread disaster as oar state has just felt 
from hog cholera. — Cor. Iowa Borne- 
stead.

Her:: is what is told in The Oruuge 


Jndd Farmer about alfalfa: 


Alfalfa makes the finest of pasture 


for all kinds of stock. Hogs will live. 
and grow on tho green plant and will 
eat the hay like cattle. They will live 
on the hay alone, bat will not do well 
unless they have some other supple- 
mentary feed. The pasture is ercellent 
for the production of .".iiik. The hay is 
fully equal to other .clovers in every 
respect and is far better than timothy 
or wild hay. The first crop is rather tho 
best for liorses, but later cuttings are 
better for cattle or hogs. One advan- 
tage over the other clovers and some 
grasses is that it is a perennial and does 
not have to be resowu It does not ex- 
haust the soil like timothy, but on tho 
contrary adds to its fertility. It is a 
valuable fertilizer if plowed 
under 


when sis or eii-ht inches high. It is ouu 
of the most valuable crops that can bo 
raised in tho western country and will 
aoon be very extensively grown. 


Improved Oraiu Shock.

Journal nine bnndlcis of grain make a 
better "shock71 than the old fashioned 
dozen.- Get np fonria u cross, then four 
more, on« in each of the spaces between 
two of the first four, «nd cap with tho 
ninth, well broken, and tho tops toward 
the prevailing wind. If well set, that 
is, each sheaf standing on its own bot- 
tom and thoroughly closed in at the 
top, such a shock will sUnd a?tiff wind- 
•torm and a threo days' rain without 
harm.
